TIFLIS, Bussia, June 28:—On ac- 


count of {he anarchical conditions of 
Bitlis, Turkish Armenia, where much 
of the fighting between Turks and Ar- 
menians 
has 
occured, the Russian 
troops upon the Turkish frontier have 
been heavily strengthened in order 
to prevent the transmigration of Ar- 
menian refugees and a spread of yie 
agitation to Russian 
territory, and 
also for the moral effect of the move- 
ment on the Turkish government. 


A repetition of the Armenian mas- 
sacres of 1896, when thousands of Ar- 
menian refugees crossed the frontier 
and settled in southern Caucasus, is 
feared. 
The Rusian government first en- 


courp<«id the movement as a valuable 
industrial and civilizing factor, but 
later it felt obliged to prohibit im- 
migration, claiming that the rapid oc- 
cupation of Tatar lands by colonists 
was responsible for the Armenian- 
Tatar racial 
warfare,

MAKES A NOISE MKE SENSE 


Prospectors Wlio Tramp Peserts Are 


Entitled to Protection 


.Snys Court 


Judge- O'Brien has handed down his 


decision in the. ease of Fred A. Bell 
versus S. D. Coffin, in favor of the 
plaintiff. 
This is one of the most im- 


portant decisions that has come out 
of the courts of Nevada, going as it 
does right into the rights of the lo- 
cator. 
Judge O'Brien has taken a 
broad 


view of the interpretation of the law 
of location giving all the benefit of 
the law to the original locator, and 
not to the man who may come after 
him, 
clothed with the, technicalities of 


the law. He believes that the man 
who tramps over the dessert, hunting 
for ore, is the man who should be 
protected, even if he be ignorant o£ 
the law. 
The decision goes into those matters 


ttnd is very plain in their regard. Bell 
brought an adverse suit when the de- 
fendants'tried to securs 
a 
patent, 


which would h;iva absorbed )his rights. 
He was the locator of the Buzazrd and 
fe'trothcr claims in the Goldtteld dis- 
trict in this county ,and a .year after 
he had located, Louis Schmidt located 
the Kimberly claim 
which 
lapped 


Bull's (property. The contention of 
the defense was that Bell had not 
fully complied with the laws in filing 
his'location certificate; but the court 
ruled that when a miner acts in good 
faith in complying with the laws, the 
most liberal construction must be put 
upon his acts. 
•Vnother contention of the defense 


is that the location of Bell is invalid 
because one end of his claim is longer 
than it ought to be. This technical- 
ity is knocked out by Judge O'Brien. 
The location is not invalid, but But 
Bell is not entitled to 
any 
mor^ 


ground than ihe law allows, but he is 
entitled 'to that.—Bonanza.

so, not only believing that it is going 
to advance in price from the time she 
•;ives her order, but without allowing 
herself to consider the position she 
will be in should it decline. 


"Of course this does not apply to 
ill women who occasionally speculate 
in stocks, any more than an assertion 
of similar character concerning men, 
would apply to all, but nevertheless, 
this characteristic-among women cli- 
ents prevails to -such an extent, that 
the i business js not generally sought 
by the, experienced, excepting under 
similar conditions, not always looked 
upon with favor by tho customer.
